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Housing Needs 

Marion Moves Closer to Expanding Village 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

The Town of Marion's ongoing struggle to meet 
their minimum state requirements for affordable housing 
units may, at last, be coming to an end. 

Members of the Marion Affordable Housing Trust 
recently prepared a Request for Proposals (RFP) seeking 
bids from private developers to enter into a long-term, 
99-year lease for the existing town-owned Little Neck 
Village senior housing project property to design, finance, 
construct and operate at least 42 new affordable housing 
units on just under nine acres of the property off Ware- 
ham Road. The successful bidder would then be respon-

sible for building out and maintaining these additional 
units as a supplement to the existing 13-unit complex 
initially developed as senior housing in the 1970s. 

By doing this, the Housing Trust is hoping to 
better meet the town's increasing demand for affordable 
housing — a need demonstrated by a consistent two-year 
waiting list of some 30 to 40 individuals and couples seek- 
ing admission to Little Neck Village — without having to 
rely solely on Marion taxpayers to foot the bill. 

"This has been an objective and a dream of the

Marion Housing Committee and the Marion Housing 
Trust which is almost two years old now/' said Marion 
Affordable Housing Trust Chairman Reginald C. Foster. 
'The good news is we're now at the stage of actually 
sending this thing out in April and it would propose to 
either lease or sell the land to a developer to build 40 or 
more affordable housing units on the nine-acre property. 
Right now we only have 13 units, so it would effectively 
more than triple the amount of affordable housing the 
town is providing. It would also actually be the first af- 
fordable housing units added in Marion since the 1970s ... 
when Little Neck Village was first built." 

A main objective of the Marion Affordable Hous- 
ing Plan which was adopted by the Board of Selectmen in 
February 2005, the expansion of Little Neck Village began 
with a $49,300 grant secured from the Massachusetts 
Housing Partnership in 2007 to hire architects and engi- 
neers to determine the feasibility and cost of expanding 
the current complex. A preliminary design and drawings 
were prepared which provided solid evidence that the 
full ten-acre site could support at least another 42 housing 
units. 

With these plans in hand, the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust secured a commitment from the town's 
Community Preservation Committee (CPC) to earmark 
between $150,000 to $250,000 from collected Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) funds for the expansion of Little 
Neck Village.

"According to our consultant, for every dollar 
we put into this we'd be able to attract $7 or $8 in outside 
money/' Mr. Foster said. "Especially if we can hit the 
application deadline of next September for out-of-state 
grants. Essentially we'd be adding all the (new) housing 
units and doing it without costing an arm and a leg to the 
Marion taxpayer." 

With plans in place to send out the RFPs some- 
time in April and a deadline to reply of June 12, Mr. Foster 
said the next step is to seek the approval of Town Meet- 
ing voters to sanction the leasing and/ or purchasing of 
the specific 8.7 acres of town-owned land at Little Neck 
Village to allow the additional units to be constructed. 
An article to this effect is already slated to appear on the

town's May 19 Annual Town Meeting warrant, and the 
awarding of the RFPs is contingent upon its passage. 

"Basically we're looking for responses in June and 
hope to award (the RFP) by the end of the summer/' Mr. 
Foster said. 'Tf they respond favorably to our (grant) ap- 
plication, we could look at construction starting sometime 
in the spring of 2009." 

In order to get a better sense for how Marion 
will view to the proposal, a multi-board meeting has 
been scheduled for Wednesday, April 2 at 7:00 pm in the 
Marion Music Hall so they can fine-tune any details, if 
need be, before sending out the RFPs. The meeting is open 
to the public and residents are encouraged to attend. 

"With the (Town Meeting) article, we're asking 
voters to make it possible for the town-owned land to be 
offered to developers either for a long-term lease or for 
sale, depending on which way works best," Mr. Foster 
said. "(The new units) would be under the control of the 
operator, but would still have to meet the requirements 
for affordable housing units." 

While a clear majority — or some 70 percent — of 
the new units will still be prioritized for Marion residents, 
Mr. Foster noted one of the trade-offs in this new arrange- 
ment is they cannot designate all of the units for town 
residents and must allow at least 30 percent to go to non- 
residents. 

"The other bonus if we do this is we get an 
exemption from any future (Chapter 40B projects) for a

festivities. Several hundred eggs were scooped up within 
two or three minutes of frenzied scavenging that saw the

telho, take over the kitchen at the Senior Center to share 
their cooking talents with the residents of Rochester. Each 
month the center takes meal suggestions from the people 
who attend the luncheons and pass them along to Mr. 
Botelho and his students. Rochester CO A Director Sharon 
Lally said, "This is the monthly soup and sandwich lun- 
cheon at the Rochester Senior Center. This month's menu 
is Venus De Milo soup and meatball subs. They leave it up 
to us to decide what to make so I gather all of the ingredi- 
ents together and the students come in, follow the recipes 
and create and serve the meal.''

There are about 80 kids in the culinary arts 
program at Old Colony. The students participate in the

Police Report 

Rochester Police Help Arrest Father/Son Team 

Local police recently pooled their resources in 
order to nab a father and son team suspected in numerous 
house breaks around southeastern Massachusetts. The 
case began when Rochester Police Officer Robert Small 
identified the pair as possible suspects in two Rochester 
house breaks earlier this year. 

Using a cross agency computer system, it was 
discovered that several other area police departments had 
developed the same pair as potential suspects in burglar- 
ies in other communities. That discovery led police to 
the formation of a task force to investigate the possible 
connection to burglaries in Rochester, Plympton, Carver, 
Halifax, Lakeville, Middleboro, and Pembroke. The 
departments shared reports and other knowledge of the 
suspects to try and build their cases. 

After a series of additional break-ins on Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday this past week in Rochester, Plymp- 
ton, Middleboro and Halifax, police obtained information 
from witnesses that provided substantial evidence against 
the two suspects. 

The task force, headed by Middleboro Detective 
Sergeant Joseph Perkins, formed a surveillance team com-

prised of a dozen plain-clothes officers from Middleboro, 
Lakeville, Rochester, Plympton and Carver to monitor the 
activity of the suspects. 

While officers were monitoring the suspects 
Thursday afternoon, they observed them pull into a drive- 
way on Elm Street in Kingston around 1:45 pm.

arresting officers but were quickly subdued and taken 
into custody. Both suspects were turned over to respond- 
ing officers from the Kingston Police. 

Kingston Police charged William A. Luz III, 37, of 
Mayflower Street in Plymouth and William A. Luz Jr., 55, 
of South Street in Plymouth with breaking and entering, 
destruction of property over $250, attempting to commit 
a crime (larceny), and possession of burglarious tools. 
William A. Luz III was also charged with use of a motor 
vehicle in the commission of a felony. 

Investigators later went to the father's South 
Street home where they recovered numerous jewelry 
boxes and jewelry in pillow cases believed to have been 
taken during area house breaks. Both subjects were being 
held on $10,000 cash bail. 

The pair is likely to be charged in connection with 
dozens of burglaries dating back to December of 2007 or 
earlier. Police in over a dozen communities believe the 
pair may be responsible for a vast number of burglaries 
and other larcenies. The task force continues to go over 
past cases that may involve the pair. 

In addition to charges filed by the Kingston 
Police, the Rochester Police Department plans to charge 
the pair with Tuesday's break-in as well as at least one 
other; Plympton Police will seek charges against the pair 
stemming from four recent breaks in their community and 
believe the pair may be responsible for at least three other 
cases. Carver Police will be taking additional charges for 
residential breaks in that town as the result of recovered 
property identified from crimes there, and Lakeville Po- 
lice plan to charge William A. Luz, Jr. with a breaking and 
entering that occurred on March 18. 

Both subjects are also being investigated for sev- 
eral other breaks occurring in the Town of Lakeville.

The board first entertained a report from Zoning 
Enforcement Officer Andrew J. Bobola, who was called 
to the establishment on March 7 by Town Administra- 
tor Mike Botelho to investigate a complaint of overnight 
occupancy within the liquor store. Upon arriving Mr. 
Bobola said he encountered two employees who identi- 
fied themselves as Dwayne Simpson and Leon Campbell. 
When Mr. Bobola identified himself and explained why 
he was investigating, Mr. Campbell told Mr. Simpson to 
"shut up'' and became beligerent. 

"Mr. Campbell became very angry and said it was 
his property and no one would tell him what to do with 
his store/' Mr. Bobola said.

"I was advised to respond to an intoxicated male 
... walking southbound on Mattapoisett Road/' Sergeant 
Boivin said. "He had a brown paper bag ... in which there 
was a bottle of vodka and a bottle of wine. I called for 
backup and it took three (officers) to arrest him. He was 
very, very intoxicated. I went to Mattapoisett Liquors 
and was advised that the person had just purchased the 
alcohol there. When he was given a breathalizer test, he 
blew a .338 which is over four times the legal limit. I have 
concerns about employees selling alchohol and not being 
able to tell someone is that intoxicated.'' 

"I cannot accept the fact that an employee does 
things you're unaware of," Selectman Lombard said to the 
store management. "The responsibility always goes back 
to the manager. You're responsible to make them aware of 
ABCC regulations." 

"We don't allow anyone to stay there overnight," 
said store manager Sanjay Patel. "I was told they were do- 
ing overstocking." 

After closing the hearing the board commenced 
with discussion of possible reprimands against Mat- 
tapoisett Liquors. The board voted to send a letter of 
reprimand to the establishment requiring that all employ- 
ees undergo training with the Alcohol Beverage Control 
Commission (ABCC) and document such training by July 
1, 2008. They also voted to send a letter noting the viola- 
tion of the town's zoning by-laws and asked that they im- 
mediately "cease and desist" in allowing people to reside

within the establishment overnight. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Botelho noted they have appointed Mark D. McGraw as a 
Civilian EMT/ Paramedic. He also advised they are going 
to set the rate for the Gateway Health Plan members next 
week which is likely to see a 7.2 percent increase for most 
plans and a zero percent increase for retirees. 

The board also received a report recommending 
some safety concerns and issues that need to be addressed 
at the Mattapoisett Fire Station facility on Route 6. Among 
them are the addition of a second point of egress and a 
exhaust system to be attached to the fire apparatus within. 

"The fact remains that these are serious issues we 
need to address/' Selectman Lombard said. 'T don't care 
how much work you do to it, that station has outlived it's 
usefulness. As a community we really need to address 
that ... like everyone else, I don't like paying more taxes 
but this is a serious need." 

"Old Colony Yoke has been very receptive to 
coming to Town Hall ... in 2009 to look at building a new 
handicap access ramp and egress for Town Hall," said 
Building Inspector Andrew Bobola. "Maybe we can also 
get them to look at the Fire Station." 

In other matters, the board received: 

• Letter from resident CM. Perez of North Street 
requesting that a sign be installed on the east side of 
North Street reminding litter bugs that there is a fine for 
littering. This request is being made in response to the 
increased amount of litter including coffee cups, candy 
wrappers and lottery tickets that seems to have popped 
up in the aftermath of Tedeschi's relocation to that portion 
of town. 

• Letter from Building Inspector Andy Bobola 
asking that bids be advertised for the following services:

Doomsday, Starring Rhona Mitra and Malcolm McDowell. 
Directed by Neil Marshall. Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Horror fans may want to see Doomsday to check out the new film 
by Neil Marshall, director of Dog Soldiers and The Descent. I did, too, but 
about twenty minutes into it I decided to pretend it was a long-lost mid- 
'80s film Marshall had dusted off and put his name on. That doesn't have 
to be a bad thing, especially for aficionados of cheesy post-apocalyptic 
fare. Doomsday has it all: a deadly virus, a laconic hero (in the shapely 
form of Rhona Mitra), a mission with a short deadline, a cadre of savages 
who take their sartorial cues from the Sex Pistols, and a lengthy desert 
auto chase. Like Dog Soldiers, similarly a stew of genres Marshall loves. 
Doomsday is a place for Marshall to try on various hats. 

In this case, he also worships at the altar of John Carpenter {Escape 
from New York) and George Milter (the Mad Max films). If youVe been 
craving a new Snake Plissken movie or a new Mad Max adventure, only 
with a Kate Beckinsale lookalike in the lead. Doomsday is what you need. 
The strongly Carpenter-esque synth score, occasionally interrupted by 
'80s Brit-pop (I particuarly enjoyed hearing Frankie Goes to Hollywood's 
"Two Trioes" in the midst of the climactic chase), seals the deal. Some 
will be offended at the appropriations, but Carpenter and Miller aren't 
making this sort of bash any more, and Marshall does it with verve and 
a clear love of the material. 

I don't know whether Rhona Mitra has a future in movies that 
require her to, y'know, act, but here she has the right hard-bitten vibe 
as Major Eden Sinclair, who as a girl escaped the Reaper Virus that 
consumed Scotland. Now, in 2035, Scotland is walled off and the virus 
has gotten a foothold in London. Eden is sent over the wall into the hot 
zone in search of a cure; it's really more of a PR. move than an honorable 
mission. Eden takes a few soldiers in with her, and immediately meets 
a mob of armed goons who were too young to be in The Road Warrior 
and have been overcompensating ever since. Their leader is a gnashing, 
mohawked psycho named Sol (Craig Conway), who looks almost placid 
next to his girlfriend Viper (the striking-looking stuntwoman Lee- Anne 
Liebenberg). 



Eden's trials don't end with the ersatz Road Warriors; there is still 
Malcolm McDowell to contend with. Something unsettling is happening 
to McDowell's nose as he ages, but he's still in fine ominous voice as 
the embittered Dr. Kane, who turned his back on society when the wall 
went up and has ensconced himself in a castle along with a severe band 
of medievalists. (One especially amusing shot tells us Dr. Kane hasn't 
bothered to remove a "Gift Shop" sign from the castle exterior.) Arrows 
fly, blood spurts, and we aren't yet even into the car chase, which features, 
among other things, a severed head placed back onto its body in what I 
can only describe as a sentimental touch. In its gleeful determination to 
shoehorn in everything Neil Marshall has always wanted to put on film. 
Doomsday reminded me of Sam Raimi's shoot-the-works cult favorite 
Army of Darkness. The only thing missing is Bruce Campbell, though 
Doomsday does have Bob Hoskins, snarling avuncularly as usual. 

The line between homage and rip-off can be a thin and subtle one. 
We should also remember that there is nothing new under the sun, that 
Marshall's masters Carpenter and Miller did their fair share of reworking 
earlier material, too. We only think to denounce something as derivative 
or outright theft if we didn't enjoy it in the first place. But I had a fine 
time at Doomsday. It took me rignt back to the early days of VCRs, when 
I was a teenager and probably discovering all those grungy sci-fi-horror 
flicks at about the same time that Marshall was (he's a month older than 
I am). Doomsday is, I think, a far more fun tribute to grindhouse than 
Grindhouse was; if someone at Rogue Pictures is smart, they'll make 
the DVD packaging look like an old Vestron or Wizard videocassette. 
Complete with misleading cover art assuring you that Rhona Mitra gets 
naked (she doesn't).
